Baltimore, Md., July 10.—Trade between Germany and the United 


States has been resumed, and thefirst of a fleet of merchant super- 
submarines, the "Deutschland," today demanded admission to the Ameri- 
can port of Baltimore as the herald of a new epoch of sea traffic. 


The Deutschland will be followed within a short time by the super- 


submarine Bremen of the same line, the Deutsche Ozean-Rhederei, G. M. 
B. H. The first under-sea liner brought to the United States a. cargo ot 
dvestuffs to supply the lack caused by the European war.

Conferences of administra- 
tion leaders today discussed various- 
forms of legislative action which 
would make certain that the federal 
health experts have ample authority 
that funds for field work or experi- 
ments that -will prevent the spread 
of the dread disease, and if possible 
evolve a certain 
cure for the ail- 


meut.

Mississippi, one of the administra- 
tion leaders in the house, went over 
the situation with Dr. William Ruck- 
er, and other officials of tfie public 
health service, as well as with <Jther 
congressional leaders.

"We new come to th* problem of 


constant cultivation, which means th;u 
the potato field should be cultivated 
properly at least every teu days and, 
better still, every week as long as we 
can get through between the rowt. 
That does uot mean from the time the 
potatoes arc planted, but beforehand 
as well. Bemernber that at no time 
can the field be as well cultivated as 
before the tubers are planted. Thor- 
ough, pvviiaiuiiuu of the soil before 
planting is very Important and should 
never be neglected. 


"Between the time when the tubers 


ure planted unil when the stalks start 
tomlug through the ground 1 like to 
harrow them several times with tli^ 
spike tooth harrow to form n du^E 
mulch and destroy the small weeds as 
well. After they are up nicely we nro 
then ready to begin our regular culti- 
vation, either with the sulky Jf 
the 


single horse cultivator. Some seasons 
we huve considerable rain at this tizca 
of the year, and we tire not able to use 
the spike, tooth harrow as freauentJr 
na necessary, with the result that when 
we start on that first cultivation tu's 
Held Is covered pretty thickly wltii 
small weeds. Unless we are very cnru- 
ful with these cultivators at this par- 
ticular time some one will have to do 
some hoeing in the potato fceld, nnd 
that is one job that I detest. Be care- 
ful to put good wide teeth neit to tha 
row on your cultivator and then lap 
the soil from hotb sides on the row ro 
that every weed is covered, regardlets 
of how many potato stalks you cover. 
The potatoes will all come through this 
soil, but the weeds will be killed, and 
usually no hoeing is necessary. 


"It is important to make the first or 


second cultivation pretty deep, 1*1, aft- 
er that cultivate as shallow as possi- 
ble. 
Our object is tn rotiiln a rnnoKiff- 


ilust mulch so as to bold the nrtjisture 
In the soil and prevent its escape by 
evaporation, but great damage cau be 
done here by going too deep. Xlie po- 
tato plant sends Its feeding roots out 
through the soil between the rows very 
(luirkly, nnd if we ure not extremely 
careful with our cultivators we cut o!? 
immense numbers of feeding roots and 
do more hnrm than good. I think it i; 
far bettor not to cultivate at all tha:-. 
to cultivate deep in the middle of tlK- 
growing season. We practice a level 
system of cultivation. 
Our potatoes 


are planted pretty deep, and therefore 
there is no tendency for them to work, 
out of the soil."
